THE LAST FAREWELL. 

Both of Woolfolk’s sisters, Mrs. Ed-wards and 
Mrs. Cowan, were here yesterday, and bade 
their doomed brother a last farewell. It. was 
asad parting. They were in the cell a long 
time with their brother. Then, during the 
evening, the two ladies went to the sheriff’s 
office in the courthouse. In a few minutes 
Sheriff Cooper left the courthouse and went to 
the jail. A minute or two later, Sheriff 
Cooper came out of the jail. With him was 
Woolfoik. The sheriff and his prisoner walked 
through the street to the courthouse. Enter- 
ing the sheriff’s office, there he met his sisters. 
Then ink and paper were called for, and for 
one hourthe sheriff wrote. Occasionally he 
would stop and read to Wool- 
folk, as though asking his assent to 
what had been written. Four pages of legal 
cap were written. Then Woolfolk took the 
pen and signed his name. The sheriff and his 
deputy affixed their names tothe paper. That 
was Woolfolk’s will. A few personal effects 
were disposed of. Then he made a disposition 
of his body. He said he wanted his sisters to 
take itand bury itin the old family grounds 
near Hawkinsville. The paper completed, 
W colfolk and his sisters parted. Strong men 
who saw that parting wept. Woolfolk was 
led back to his cell, and there he will remain 
until taken out in the morning to be hanged. 

THE LAST HOPE. 

Before leaving Perry Woolfolk’s sisters tele- 
graphed Colonel Rutherford and Judge Mil- 
ler about a respite. © Colonel Rutherford did 
not answer. Judge Miller replied that he 
could give no advice, That seemed to settle 
their brother’s fate, and the sisters left for 
Hawkinsville, where the body will be sent to- 
morrow. 

THE SCAFFOLD READY. 

The seaffold on which Woolfolk will hang is 
about a mile from the town. As he stands 
upon it he will face the city cemetery. Just 
in front of him will be the baptismal pond. It 
is the same scaffold the Miller murderers were 
hung upon. They were hung in the jail yard. 
On Saturday last, Woolfolk asked Sheriff 
Cooper to let him see the gallows. The sheriff 
carried him into the jail yard, and as Wool- 
folk gianced up and saw the instrament of 
death, he said: 

“Is that what you are going to hang me on, 
Mr. Cooner?”’ 

‘Yes,’ answered the sheriff. 

‘““Welyé don’t like the looks of it,” he re- 
marked, «s he turned back towards the jail. 

That afternoon jhe sheriff moved the ga)- 
lows to the place where Woolfolk will die. 
Then yesterday he whitewashed the entire 
structure at Wooifolk’s request. A gallows is 


hideous enough any way, but the whitewash | 


gives it a tiendish, hungry appearance. No 
one tan imagine how a coat of whitewash 
adds to the repu®siveness of a gibbet. 

THE ROPE TO BE USED. 

The rope has been bought and greased and 

tested. The knot has been tied. It.has thir- 
ieen wraps and is strong enough to hold an ox. 
In all these things, Woolfolk seems to take 
the creaiest interest, and talks about them as 
freely as if they were intended for some one 
else. 
Mr. Jobson, the death watch at night, tel!s 
many interesting stories about Woolfolk. His 
conversation is sometimes sore, and again 
levity itself. On Monday night Woolfolk 
taiked with Mr Jobson quite a_ while about 
old times, and then suddenly changed the sub- 
ject by saying: 

‘Mr. Jobson, I’l! give you $500 and a writ- 
tén history of my lifeif you will let me get 
out of here.”’ 

Mr. Jobson is a man of integrity, a man in 
whom ail Houston county has confidence, and 
his only answer to W oolfolk’s propsition was a 
light laugh. Later in the night Woolfolk 
again touched upon his anxiety to escape the 
rope by saying: 

‘Mr. Jobson, I’ll give you $100 and a history 
of my.life for a bottle of morphine.” 

Mr. Jobson declined the trade. “I don’t 
want it all at once,” he went on. ‘Just give 
me a little at a time; 1 wont let anyone 
know it.” 

Of course he did not get the morphine. 

IN THE CELL WITH THE PRISONER. 

Tonight at dark Sheriff Cooper gave me an 
opportunity to see Woolfolk. We went into 
the jail together, and Woolfolk was brought 
from his cell. That cellis a small iron cage 
inside the prison bars. It is about six feet 
square, and tall enough fora tall man. Wool- 
folk came ont wtth a pleasant smile, and he 
was dressed in a gray suit of clothes. His face 
was quite white, almost pale. But he was as 
coo! and calm as man could possibly be in 
fact he did not appear to realize that he was 
to hang tomorrow.

STOLIDLY INDIFFERENT. 

Throughout the conversation with him he 
manifested the most stoic indifference. 
Really, he appeared sincere in his wish to die 
tomorrow. The two ministers here, who have 
been to see Woolfolk, differ in their opinion. 
One says he will confess the ful! crime. The 
other says he is not guilty, and that he will go 
down with the same story on his lips. It’s 
now 2 o’clock in the morning. I have just 
come from Woolfolk’s cell. For more than an 
hour he has been sleeping soundly. He 
snores, too. About 9 o’clock he took 
® bath, and then read the Bible 
for an hour or _ 80. Then he 
prayed a long time. With Mr. Jebson he 
talked until 12 o’clock, and then he lay down. 
He says he wants to be up early and geta 
bath and dress for his grave. When he went 
to sleep he was the same cool,almost desperate 
Diwali. 

THE TOWH FULL OF PEOPLE. 

The town is now full of people. They have 
been coming in all night. Wagons, buggies 
and horsesare standing everywhere, and the 
Streets are thronged with mén, women and 
children, both black and white. It is thoucht 
that 10,000 people will see the execution. The 
hills are on all sides of the gallows, and every- 
body can get a good view. The Perry Rities 
will be the death guard. The hanging will 
take place at 1:45 o’clock.

| ABOUT THE CAUSE OF THE DECLINE. 


Why the Government Adopted the Decimal 
Quotations for the Metal—The Amount 
Purchased and How Regulated. 


| Wasnrneron, October 28.—E. O. Leach, 
director of the mint, makes the following 

statement in regard to treasury purchases of 
| silver bullion and the causes of the recent de- 
eline in the market price of silver: 


The treasury method of purchasing silver has 
been criticized in these particulars: First, that 
ae. purchases by the depurtinent do not include 
alfthe silver bought; second, that the London 
price is uged as a basis of government purchases ; 
third, that bids to the government are on the 
| decima! system and tend to favoritism. 
In recard to the first criticism, I may say that the 
A se pam purchases silver as it does bonds, or 
néwed any article required in considerable quan- 
tities by public competition, the lowest offers be- 
ing always accepted, provided they do not exceed 
the highest market price. For the benefit of 
sniall producets, however, who would otherwise 
be obliged to trade through middie men, superin- 
temdents of mints are authorized to purchase 
‘sniall lots at the price fixed from day to day by 
the directors of the mint. corresponding to the 
, market price of silver. These purchases average, 
possibly, halfa million ouneesa month and are 
reported to the treasury weckly. 
eecond—it is not true that tne London price has 
“heen used as a basis of silver purchases under the 
new laws. During the last administration not only 
was the London price the only price used in 
waking purchases, but the department did not 
pay the equivalent of the London price, as the 
eords of t ¢ mine bureau will show, but made 
counter offers tothe bidders onthe theory that 
Sliver was worth less in New York than in London 
by the cost of transportation and imsurance 
actress the water.

If there can be ans fairer method deviged for 
purchasing silver than by public competition, it 
would be difficuit to conceive of such a method, 
It is a method which has been pursued by the 
treasury under a}l administrations since 187s. 

In regurd to the recent decline in the price of 
siiver, the causes which have operated to produce 
it are 80 apparent that they need only be> stated 
that their tuli force nay be measured. In the first 
place, the visible stock of silver in New York has 
not sensibly uecreased, notwithstanding the pur- 
chase by the government of 12,276,478 ounces of 
silver since August 13th. 

This large and undiminished stock is a standing 
menace to the price of silver and has of itself been 
sufficient to shake public ccnidence in silver. If 
large western refineries had allowed their product 
to take its usu}e ourse; that is, offered it for sale 
to the govern:nent at current prices and sold the 
Yemainder abroad, this stock would not have ae- 
cumulated, but in hopes of realizing a larger 
proiit they held their silver for months prior to 
the passage of tie new law, -or deposited 
it in New York for eertificates, and 
the result has been the accum‘lation of 
visible stock of such magnitude as to 
depreciate the price. Itis very unfortunate that 
this stock was allowed to accumulate and es- 
pecially that eertificates were allowed to be issued 
on it aud guaranteed by the national bank and 
listed on the stock exchange to be dealt in on 
margins as other stocks. It has madea foot-bali 
of silver, to. be kicked around atthe pleasures of 
the bullsand bears. In my judgment there should 
be a law enacted against dealing in money metals 
on margins. 

The usual demand for silver for export has al- 
most entirely ceased. Not only is this the case, 
but large quantities of foreign silver has been 
shipped to the United States. This is shown con- 
clusiveiy by the fact that imports of silver iato 
the United States from ‘May Ist to September 
20th, of the present year, have exceeded exports 
by $4,923,175, while for the corresponding period 
of last year exports of silver exceeded imports by

THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 
A Circular Sent Out by Attorney General 
Miller. 

WASHINGTON, October 28.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller has sent a circular letter to all 
United States attorneys, calling attention to 
the act toamend certain sections of the re- 
vised statutes relating to lotteries and fo 
other purposes, with the suggestion that 
earefuliy examine the same and spare no 
effortin its enforcement. He says: 

Every violation of this law, either by an in- 
dividual or corporation, in the discrimination of 
lottery literature, or inany other way. should be 
brought to the attention of the grand jury, and 
wherever indictinents are found, vigorous prose- 
cutions should follow to the end that this nefari- 
ous business may be suppressed. in the enforve- 
ment of this law, there should be bearty co-opera- 
tion on the part of district attorneys, United 
States marshals and postoftice inspectors. 

Similar instructions have been sent to 
United States marshals.

ZHE IDENTITY OF THE DEAD MAN 
ESTABLISHED, 


The Inquest Upon His Remains, and the 
Facts Which Were Elicited thing 
of Bob’s Recent Career.

OPELIKA, Ala., October 28.—[{Special.}— 
Several newspapers state that the negro killed 
here by Policeman Gibson on the 2th inst. 
could not have been Bob Redding, as Bob died 
in Griffin, Ga., in jail several months ago, but 
it may have been Wylie or Henry Redding, 
and consequently the telegram from here to 
Tue ConstiruTion relative to the killing 
must be a mistake. 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

After careful investigation and the most re- 
liable information obtainable, the authorities 
here aro satisfied that the deceased was Bob 
Redding. Mr. J.T. Gorman acted as coroner 
at the inquest held over the body, and atiter 
hearing the evidence adduced the jury re- 
turned a verdict that it was Bob. He had no 
papers in his possession to identify him, but 
there were found on his person two letters 
from Robert S. Connell, sheriff of Spalding 
county, Georgia, to H. V. Edmundson, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., on business matters, and 
also a letter from Connell to the chief of police 
of Orlando or Jacksonville, Fla., stating that 
the bearer wou'd point out in one or the other 
of those cities two criminals who had escaped 
from the Spalding county jail, and that he had 
two bench warraits he would deliver when 
captured, so the criminals could be held. 

WHERE BOB WAS. 

These warrants, one for arson and one for 
murder, issued by James S. Boynton, judge of 
the superior court of the Flint circuit, on the 
12th day of February, 1890, were also found in 
his possession, and it was known here that 
Bob Redding was in Griftin, where these 
papers were dated, the last heard from. In 
1852 the drygoods store of Henderson Bros. & 
Co. was burglarized and a warrant issued for 
Bob Redding as one of the burglars. They 
made every effort to capture him and finally 
Mr. T. P. Henderson, a member of the firm, 
found him on the train between West Po.nt 
and LaGrange. He recognized him by seeing 
in his possession a fine shotgun that had been 
stolen out of the store on the night of the 
burglary. He spoke to Redding about it, and 
he (Redding) rushed to the door and jumped 
off the car as it was running forty miles an 
hour. Henderson recovered the shotgun and 
$150 worth of the drygoods that hid been 
stolen, on the train. eis positive that the 
negro killed here is the same one. 

BOB’S VISITS TO OPELIKA. 

Mr. J. J. Yarborough, chief of police here, 
is personally acquainted with Bob Redding. 
Last November or December he saw Bob Red- 
ding and his wife here and attempted to capt- 
ure him, but Bob escaped. He wrote tothe 
authorities in several Georgia cities, among 
others to Griffin. Soon afterwards he was 
notified that Bob had been captured in Griffin. 
He inimediately went there and attempted to 
get Mim back here, but failed as there were 
charges against him there. , 

FULLY IDENTIFIED HIM. 

He went to the jail and had a Jong interview 
with the prisoner. When he returned to 
Opelika, Bob’s wife (who was still here) got 
Yarborough to send Bob’s overcoat to him at 
Griffin. Yarborough saw the same woman 
here Saturday evening before the killing, and 
also saw and recognized Bob later on in the 
night. She swore positively before the jury 
that it was Bob Redding and had no doubt of 
his identity, while the body was lying in 
the sheriff’s office at the courthouse, where 
the inquest was held. 

THE BULLET DISCOVERED. 

Mr. W. B. Gibson, brother of the policeman 
who shot Redding, came up and: stated that if 
it was Bob Redding, they would find a bullet 
under the skin in the lower part of the 
stomach ;[that twelve or fifteen years ago, his 
nephew, a young boy, George Gibson, shot 
Bob at Leeds, Ala. On examination, the 


_-bullet was found there and extracted by Dr. 


J. P. Palmer. While. here he boarded with 
Phillip Keller, a reliable coigred man, fireman 
at the Opelika Iron Works. Phillip has 
known Bob for years and was aiso 
itive in his identification. After he was 
uried several negroes were not satisfied it 
was Bob, and he was exhumed and identified 

by several others. 

THE WIFE SKIPS OUT. 

Sheriff McGraw notified his wife a few 
minutes after he was shot, but she would not 
remain to see him, and left on the first train 
for Columbus. She had two large trunks and 
seemed to be anxious to leave. Yesterday 
evening, Yarborough received a telegram from 
A. E. Shackelford, chief of police, Griitin, 
Ga., giving a description of Bob Redding, 
which exactly suited the man killed here, 
which he would hardly have sent if Bob died 
there several months ago.

The Little Tot Finds Her Way tothe Station

When the matter was reported to Captain 
Wright last night, he sent Detective Cason 
and Officer Taylorto bring the woman and 
the baby to the station house. 

At the station house the baby created quite 
& little sensation among the men who were 
just waiting to go on duty. 

She isa very pretty little thing, and her 
baby prattle was quite a novelty in the station 
house. She was neatly dressed, and had the 
appearance of being of good family. 

The woman gave her name as Melina 
Nesbit, stating that she had come from 
Greenville, S. C., a day or two ago to the ex- 

tion. 

She said the baby had been placed in her 
charge at birth, that it was the child of well- 
known people in Greenville, and that she was 
paid regularly for keeping it. 

The baby was named, she said, by a preacher 
in Greenville, Lena Rivers.

‘DASHED TO DEATH. 


THE CIRCUS MEETS WITH A TEE- 
RIBLE ACCIDENT; 


Horses Killed, and Employes Killed Gen- 
erally—How the Accident Occurred— 
A Losa of Over $100,000. 


Macon, Ga., October 28.—[{Special.]—Bar- 
num’s great circus was wrecked this morning 
about 6 o’clock at Murder creek, on the Cov- 
ington and Macon road, between Munticello 
and Machen, about three miles from Machen, 
on a hill about two miles long, part up and 
part down grade. 

THE TRAINS ON THE TRACK. 

The circus had an engagement in Athens 
today. It left Macon last night in five sec- 
tions, or five different trains. The first sec- 
tion left about 10:05 o’clock; the other se- 
tions followed at intervals of half an hour, 
until all had gone. This morning one section, 
composed of sieeping coaches and stock cars, 
was climbing the steep grade toward Machen, 
when the engine stalied. The proper signals 
were sent back to signal the section that was 
following on thedown grade. This sec- 
tion was pulled by two good engines, one 
of which had just come out of 
the shop from a course of thorough repairs. 
The engineers reversed their engines and 
put on airbrakes, but the airbrake under one 
of the sleepers didn’t operate, and it was im- 
possible to stop the section, aud it went thun- 
dering down the grade, and rushed with great 
velocity up into the rearend of the train that 
was stalled on the grade. 

THE CRASH COMES. 

The crash was tremendous. The first car 
struck was used as a kitchen. This was torn 
into splinters, and several others were, demol- 
ished. Fortunately the passenger cars of this 
section were towards the front end of the train, 
otherwise the human fatalities would bave 
been terrible. | 

The two engines were badly wrecked. A 
colored fireman of the Covington and Macon 
road, named McCurdy, was buried under one 
of the engines and crushed to death. <A brake- 
man was hurt. 

A circus man named Kelly was killed, and 
one was wounded. Eight circus work horses 
were killed. The track was badly torn up for 
half a mile. 

CLEARING UP THE TRACK. 

Three hundred men were put to work clear- 
ing the wreck, which work was accomplished 
about night. All the trains were delayed. 
The engines belonged to the Covington and 
Macon rvad, and were run by Covington and 
Macon employes, All the cars were the 
property of the circus. The circus had to can- 
cel its engagement today at Athens. It will 
try to reach Augusta via the Madison and 
Georgia road tonight and play its engagement 
there tomorrow. 

THE COST OF THE WRECK. 

It is estimated that this wreck will cost the 
Covington and Macon road from $100,000 to 
$125,000. The circus will hold the Covington 
and Macon road responsible for damages for 
each day’s performance it misses, and this is 
put at about $15,000perday. The actual daily 
expenses of the circus is $7,500. This damage 
added to the wreck of cars, the death of the 
horses, the killing of the men and the 
demolishing of the engines will run the sum 
total to high figures. As the road 
is now in the hands of 
a receiver by action of the bondholders, and 
under process of public sale, there is much in- 
terest to know the effect of the wreck on the 
road. Under the law the above damages will 
have to be considered as expenses, and must 
be paid ahead of any claims of bondholders. 
It is said that a short time since the Selma 
and Montgomery road failed to put. Barnum’s 
circus in Montgomery on time, and. Barnum’s 
claim for damages was compromised at $7,500.

For a long time Atlanta has been annoyed 
by the trouble at the -railroad» crossings. 
The people have so Jong suffered from in- 
convenience and so many lives have been 
lost that an easier passage between the 
north and south sides of the city has be- 
come a matter of self-protection. It is es- 
timated that not’ less than 100,000 people 
pass from one side to the other daily, and as 
all cannot go over Broad street bridge, most. 
of them have to pass the crossings, which 
have been aptly described as ‘‘death traps.” 

The sum required for the building of this 
bridge is a small] thing for a city with forty 
millions of taxable property, and it is noth- 
ing compared with the inconvenience to bu- 
siness and the danger to the lives of citi- 
zens on account of the present inadequate 
facilities.

This decision was reached yesterday; and 
its publication this morning will be a genuine 
surprise to hostsof Colonel Mynatt’s friends 
and supporters. 

The announcement removes a very impurt- 
ant factor in the situation, leaving his strength 
to be divided amongst the other candidates. 

No gentleman whvse name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the race would 
have borne the honor and responsibilites of 
the position more worthily than Colonel 
Mynatt. 

He was found at his office yesterday, in the 
Traders’ Bank building, and said in reply to 
the direct question. 

‘Ves, I shall decline to be a candidate for 
Miayor. I stated severa! days ago, to a number 
of my friends, that I would accept the can- 
didacy if put out by a citizens’ meeting, such 
as it has been the custom to hold. Dut upon 
reticction I fear that may involve a scramble 
for the office with some one who will not abide 
the result of that meeting, and I have an 
aversion to that sort of contest, 

“Wehave good men secking the office, 
either of whom would fill it worthily. Many

Break them up and you withdraw from cireula- 
tion the millions of dollars of their notes,which are 
needed and are not enough forthe business wants 
of the country. Their.issue of money is as good 
as gold andsilver. Let ts have more of itif 
possibie,instead of less, at least for the present. 

2. Prevent the retirement of any of the United 
States treasury notes which arein circulation 
and increase thcir volume as much asis prudent 
and neceasary. 

3. Insist that the vast millions in the United 
States treasury shall not be locked up from the 
use of the people. Have taxation reduced so that 
only enough is raised to pay the annual expenses 
of the government. 

4. Detmand the free coinage of silverby the 
United States marts, Let everyone who has an 
ounce of silver be pemitted, by paying the ¢x- 
pense of coinage, to have 1t made into an Amer- 
can dollar, or fractions of the same. Silver was 
depreciated, and the business of the country de- 
pressed whe n silver coinage was stopped. When 
it was resuined, there was renewed prosperity. 
Silver has been money ever since society was or- 
ganized. Itisthe poor man’s monry. Its free 
coinage would greatly increase the cirvulation of 
fo0d money.

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_& VERMONT COURT DECIDES THAT 
POOLS ARE NOTIL. EGAL. 


Railroad Personals and Topics of General 
Intorest Concerning Railroad Mat- 
ters in Every Section. 


The Vormont supreme court has decided 
that railroad pools are iegal when rates under 
the operation of the pool are equal to al) and 
reasonable. The terms of the decision are in 
lino with the arguments of Chairman Walker, 
of the Interstate Commerce Railway Associa- 
tion, and Judge Springer, of the Atchison, 
says a Chicago telegram. Judge Springer 
says: “The Vermont decision is in the case 
of tho Manchester and Lowel! railroad vs. the 
“oncord railroad. The interstate commerce 
#ct declares pooling illegal, but the Vermont 
Gecision by no means declares unconstitu- 
tional the act to reguiate commerce. It is a 
well-settled rule that exceptions can be made 
to acts declaring certain things illegal, pro- 
vided it can be shown the exceptions are not 
contrary to public policy. In the case of di- 
vision of the southwestern traffic, no rates 
have been advanced, there can be no possible 
compiaint from the public, and every one is 
treated with perfect fairness. This is the ex- 
ception ruled on by the Ver- 
mont supreme court. I certainly 
do not believe a railroad pool 
willever be declared illegal if, under the 
workings, all shippers are treated fairly and 
alike and reasonable rates are maintained. 
It is agreed by every one shat maintained rates 
are better for the shippers and the roads. It 
has been demonstrated that rates cannot be 
maintained without pools.” 

It was currently rumored in Sioux City on 
Saturday that if the railroads persistin putting 
in effect the same rates on live hog aud pack- 
ing products between Missouri river points and 
Chicago, under a_ recent decision of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
that an attempt would at once 
be made to combine the packing interests of 
the Missouri valley with the railroads west of 
the river, and direct all packing house prod- 
ucts toa seaport like Galveston, Tex., where 
extensive harbor improvements are contem- 
plated, and where shipments by water can be 
made as easily as from eastern seaboard points. 
Since March 1, 1890, more hogs have been 
packed west of the river than at Chicago, and 
the magnitude of this movement, if carried 
out, can readily be seen. 

A radical change has been made in the ves- 
tibuled trains on the New York Central. road 
in compliance with the decision of the court 
sustaining George M. Pullman’s claims as 
patentee of certain important features of the 
vestibule system heretofore in use on the 
Wagner palace cars. Everything above the 
car platform, claimed as a Pullman invention, 
has been removed from the Wagner cars. The 
principal Pullman appliances were the stout 
steel face-plates. Now the Wagner vestibule 
is made of canvas, stained black. There are 
two top pieces, and the sides which drop from 
the car hoods are shirredand allowed to play 
on rubber bands which are fastened to upright 
brass rods rising from the platforims to the 
hoods of each car. The canvas pieces are so 
adjusted that in case a vestibuled train should 
part suddenly certain ends of the canvas sides 
and top would be reieased automatically. 

The order of Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, recenily in session at Los Angeies, Cal., 
is in a most prosperous and flourishing condi- 
tion, numbering over 400 lodges, with an ag- 
gregaie membership of 22,000in the United 
States and Canada. Durng the past year 
some excellent work has been dono by the vice 

rand masters, who have been kept busy in 
ifferent parts of the country and whe have 
added about 100 newly organized lodges during 
the past tweive months. Tue Trainmen’s 
Jourua!, the otticial organ of thd order, has 
made remarkable progress. The circulation has 
increased from 15,000 to 22,000 copies, each 
member of the order now being made a sub- 
scr: ber. 

Alluding to the inability of western rail- 
roads to maintain rates, Bradstreet savs: The 
transportation interesis of another section con- 
tinue to give evidence that itis not impossi- 
ble to establish and maintain harmony in the 
conduct of competitive tratlic. The Southern 
Railroad and Steamship Association, which 
nas been in existence fora number of years, 
has just concluded its aunual moeting and is 
oue of the most successful arrangements of 
this kind ever established. Covering com- 
petitive business between northern and south- 
ern ports, both by land and by water, it has 
maintained harmony aud assured stable rates 
almost withoutinierruption throughout a wide 
territory, and dospite the fact that a grea 
yariety of interests are involved.

4 VERMONT COURT DECIDES THAT 
POOLS ARE NOTIL. EGAL. 


Ratlrond Personals and Topics of General 
Intorest Concerning Railroad Mat- 
ters in Every Section. 


The Vormont supreme court has decided 
that railroad pools are legal when rates under 
the operation of the pool are equal to al) and 
reasonable. The terms of the decision are in 
lino with the arguments of Chairman Walker, 
of the Interstate Commerce Railway Associa- 
tion, and Judge Springer, of the Atchison, 
says a Chicago telegram. Judge Springer 
Says: ‘‘The Vermont decision is in the case 
of tho Manchester and Lowel! railroad vs. tle 
Concord railroad. The interstate commerce 


ct declares pooling illegal, but the Vermont | 


decision by no means declares unconstitr- 
onal the act to reguiate commerce. It is a 
- well-settled rule that exceptions can be made 
to acts declaring certain things illegal, pro- 
vided it can be shown the exceptions are not 
contrary to public policy. In the case of di- 
vision of the southwestern traffic, no rates 
have been advanced, there can be no possible 
compiaint from the public, and every one is 
treated with perfectfairness. This is the ex- 
ception ruled on by the Ver- 
mont supreme court. I certainly 
do not believe a= railroad pool 
willever be declared illegal if, under the 
workings, all shippers are treated fairly and 
alike and reasonable rates are maintained. 
It is agreed by every one shat maintained rates 
are better for the shippers and the roads. It 
has been demonstrated that rates cannot be 
maintained without pools.”
